EXPLAINED 
RODMAN. 


Admiral Tells Latins Amer- 
ica Would Protect Rather 
Than Dominate. 


(BY CABILE AND ASSOCIATED PRESS} 

SANTIAGO, Feb. 2.—Admiral 
Rodman, commander of the United 
States Pacific Fleet, is quoted in an 
interview in El Mercurto today as 
saying the fleet's visit is a new 
manifestation of the true Monroe 
Doctrine, as it is felt by the people 
of the United States and as ‘they 
wish It feit among other American 
nations. 

“Nothing is more erroneous than 
to believe that the North American 
spirit in the application ef the doc- 
trine tends to dominate and direct 
other nations,” he said. “Our atti- 
tude would be at the most that of a 
protector and never a dictator. 

“Our position is to guarantee the 
amplest liberty to all American 
countries in the direction of its own 
affairs. Our purpose, should the oc- 
casion arise, would be-no other than 
to say to whatever European power 
that attempted toe intervene in 
America: “Thus far and no farther 
shalt thou go.’

Capt. Longwell came to Los An- 
geies in 1912 from Pennsylvania, 
where for a number of years he had 
edited and published several news- 
papers and magazines devoted io 
the of] industry. He was born in 
Adams county, Pa., in 1829. He 
learned the printing trade when a 
boy and, with the exception 
of the time spent in the Union Army 
worked at this trade for nearly half 
“a century. 

When the Civil War broke out 
and President Lincoln called for 
75,000 volunteers, Mr. Longwell! en 
listed in tbe Forty-fourth New York 
Volunteers. He served in this or- 
gunization for several months and 
when the President called for an 
additional 200,000 men Mr. Long- 
well returned to New York and re- 
cruilted Company One Hundred 
and Fourteenth New York Voplun- 
teers, of which organization he was 
made captafn. He served through- 
out the remainder of the war in 


this regiment, being wounded in the. 


Red River campaign. 

After being mustered out of the 
service in 1865, he returned to Penn- 
syivania and etarted publishing a 
newspaper at Pithole. Later he 
moved to the ofl fields. He served 
two terms as postmaster of Ol! Cit,. 
Pa. and was commander of the 
G.A.R. post there. 

In 1912 Mr. Longwell retired 
from active work and came to this 
city, where he has since resided.

erty. The initial purpose of that great 
lition wag achieved when Germany, 
to ite knees, for peace. But 
the sacrifices of blood and treasuré were 
not made for the ultimate purpose of 4 
military triumph. More than 56,000,000 
lives, the flower of the present generation, 
Were sacrificed for an ideal. Those mar- 
tyred heroes went gallantly and unhesitat- 
ingly to death, courageous in the faith that 
they were fighting to establish a new order 
in the world, to destroy a system of govern- 
ment that kept the many in want and sa- 
tiated the few. Théy were firm in tho faith 
that they were fighting to end all wars, 
that, once militarism was subdued, & new 
era of industrialism woujd dawn in which 
there Would be employment for willing 
workers and a production sufficient to drive 
want, like a pestilence, from the earth. 

But the nations that united in war have 
fallen apart in 6. Two years ago the 
peoples com that coalition were the 
masters of the earth. Their leaders en- 
joyed the confidence even of those who 
had fought against them. They ap 
proached the problems of re-establishing the 
peace of the world in a spirit of sacrifice. 
The bafriers of national jealousies and ani- 
mosities had Been swept away. There was 
a universal demand for a confederation of 
peoples in which ry nation might have 
a part, a confede that would apply to 
the solution of future world problems the 
principle of justicé, not force. . * 

We looked to that conference to formu- 
late plans for the reduction of armaments, 
the stimulation of industry, the arbitration 
cf disputes between groups, the abolition 
of classes, the rebuilding of all essential 
things destroyed by the war, the restora- 
tion of credits, the stabilizing of uniformity 
in national exchangé, the amelioration of 
the condition of the destitute, the establish- 
ment of confidence. All these things were 
believed to be possible. They were re- 
garded as essential in order that the pro- 
duction of the world should be devoted to 
feeding and clothing the whole of its peo- 
ples. Luxury and waste were to be dis- 
couraged until the éssentials were generally 
distributed.

are natoral resources fn the 

‘ world sufficient to furnish food and 
clothing for five times its present popula- 
tion. There is sufficient man power to cul- 
tivate the earth and to convert its sub- 
stance into forms mnecessafy and suitable 
for human consumption. to produce suffi- 
cient to supply the legitimate wants of 
three times its present population. The 
peoples of the earth seemed to be imbued 
with thé spfrit of industry and sacrifice nec- 
Ossary for a triumphant warfare on pov- 
erty. The péoples had faith that the Peace 
Commissioners possessed a knowledge and 
experience making them compétent to de- 
vise an internationa] system of government 
end industry which would, ia the near fu- 
ture, abolish poverty. 

It is depressing to be compelled to ad- 
mit that the initial effort failed. Poverty 
afia misery are More universal than on the 
day the Peace Conference met. No two of 
thosé five peoples are now working together 
in harmony.” The Peace Conference lacked 
unity. Greed and jealousy glided in, like 
@ serpent among flowers. Nationa! aspira- 
tiong interfered with international comity. 
Demfigogues and charlatans impugned the 
modtives of the commissioners. A wild 
wavé of governmental and industrial experi- 
mentation swept the world. The Socialists 
of all countries formed a new coalition to 
dispute the autliority of the other coalition. 
Communism and trade-unionism sought to 
digplace recognized forms of government. 

Possession of property was set upon as 
the root of all gocial and economic evil. 
vovetty was to be abolished by the aboll- 
tion of private ownership. It was asserted 
that when no ome possessed anything the 
incéntivé for greéa would disappear and 
the peoples of the world would live in an 
Arcadian equality. 

Russia Was selected as the country where 
the practicability of those theories should 
be first demonstrated. The government of 
that nation was to be the rising sun of the 
new Communism, whose beams should en- 
Circle the world. The peoples of all na- 
tions were assetiibled to cofistruct a new 
tower of Babel; and the confusion of 
tongues that followed has plunged the bu- 
man race into & depth of distress and mis- 
ery that fo universa! parallel in history. 

Russian experiment proved a suc 
cess tn the establishment of national 
Communism: but Russia is dying. Her 
industrial system is in ruins and only the 
slums of the cities remain. The Socialists 
themselves now admit that the Bolshevist 
government is a tragic failure. But there 
is not a single one of al] the nations in 
which poverty and want have even suffered 
a reverse, in which the burdens of the peo- 
tle have been lightened since the armistice 
| was signed. 

At no other time within the memory of 
thah so many people in the world 
been unclothed and underfed. The sacrt- 
fives since the armistice have been almost 
as great as during the modst critical period 
of the World War. What havé these ad- 
ditional sacrifices accomplished? About all 
that can be said for them is that they have 
demonstrated the futility of trasting to any 
form of government to provide employment 
for all the people. They have proved that 
the essential duty of government is to gov- 
ern; that industrial and economic problems 
are not to be solved by political methods; 
that governments cab offer no permanent 
relief for unemployment; that the indus- 
trial machinery of modern society ts easily 
wrecked by political imterference; that 
want and misery are not to be abolished by 
governmental decree. 

Tt t¢ By the faflures which have been 
registered that the way is indicated for 
future success. The mistakes of the past 
tWo years may yet be used as stepping: 
stones to fwture progress. It looks very 
much as though a né@éW beginning must be 
made at the point where the Peace Con- 
ference assembled two years ago. Such 
seems to be the opinion of President-elect 
Harding. The faflure of Socialism and 
Communism have been demonstrated. All! 
the peoples of the world are crying for re- 
ltef from the burdens of poverty and taxa 


ties. The number of men out of employ: 


more powerful foe of human progress— | 
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ment in the five Allied countries is about 
as great as the number they had at any 
one time in the field during the war. It is 
plain that those men must be set to work 
at some gainful occupations or the whole 
edifice of modern civilization will collapse. 
Taxes can be feduced through the reduc- 
tion of armaments. Poverty can be les- 
sened by the industrial co-operation of all 
peoples in the production and gquitable dis- 
tribution of essentials of life. 


IV. 

every great movement there must be 
a beginning, a start in the right direc- 
tion. Perhaps that beginning may be pos- 
sible in this country after the new national 
administration begins to function. No peo- 
ple in the world possesses a higher degree 
of educated intelligence than the United 
States. Our national character has devel- 
oped along right lines. We have suffered 
less, perhaps, since the armistice than any 
yw people. De Vere Stackpoole asserts 
in & graphic picture of world conditions that 
“The sharp teeth of the exchanges are 
sinking more cargoes than ever the Ger 
man submarines sank, and every country 
is invaded by an enemy the more dreadful 

because he is not seen.” 

The hope of the future resides largely in 
the ability of America to mobilize its men 
and its dollars for a new war on poverty. 
In this contest We shall occupy the position 
that France held during the World War. 
We must hold the line untfl our allies are 
mobilized. But we cannot hold it alone. 
We must not shrink from co-operation with 
our allies; for poverty is a still more ruth- 
less and stubborn fighter than the Hun. 


SENSIBLE POLICY AS TO THE 
ARMENIAN MANDATE. 

Dr. Westermann of the University of Wis- 
consin, one of the Wilson intellectuals‘ at 
the Peace Conference, makes the charge 
that the United States is directly respon- 
sible for the plight of Armenia “by default 
of service.” During that memorable con- 
ference Dr. Westermann was chairman of 
the near-eastern division of the American 
Commission. He is now of the opinion 
that, if we had accepted the Armenian man- 
date and sent & sufficient military guard 
to Armenia, the residents of that unhappy 
country would not now be crushed between 
the contending forces of Moslemism and 
Bolshevism. 

Dr. Westermann its vidlently opposed to 
the American policy of “no entangling alll- 
ences.” He avers that “a caution justified 
im the turn of the nineteenth century has 
become a counsel of cowardice in the twen- 
tieth century.” From the point of view of 
a Wilsonian intellectual this may be true; 
but ft is an opinion that is difficult to rec- 
oncile with the experience of the last two 
years. In the first place, it fs not clear 
that the majority of the Armenian people 
ever wanted their government and indus- 
tries to be directed and controlled by Amer- 
fean politicians. The Armenians have the 
game aversion as al] the other near-eastern 
peoples to foreign interference with their 
domestic problenis. 

What the Armenians did most devoutly 
desire was a generovs supply of American 
dollars; and their representatives did not 
object to an American army to patrol their 
borders and aid them in possible conflicts 
with other peoples. But the Armenians as 
a people desired self-determination without 
outside interference. 


If the United States had accepted the. 


Armenian mandate this country would now 
be involved up to the ears in new 
controversies. To defend the territory 
an army of at least. 500,000 men would be 
necessary. These numbers mean little to 
the intellectuals; but it would be vastly 
cheaper to transport all the Christians in 
Armenia to this country and pay them an 
annual pension of $1000 each than to de- 
fend them in the territory they now occupy. 

The intellectuals do not seem to grasp 
the aversion of all these peoples to 
foreign interference. They prefer fichting 
to maintainine the peace at the command 
of foreign policemen. Jt is the hatred of 
the Russian people for foreigners that has 
enabled the Communist government of Mos- 
cow to exercise its dictatorship over more 
than 100,009,000 subjects who have no love 
for Bolshevism. Traditions of centuries 
are still stronger in the Near East than any 
modern ideas about free government. Ever 
since the days of the Roman republic it has 
been the policy of the European govern- 


ments that tnt@érfered in the domestic rela- 
tions of another people to annex at least 
half the territory of that people as the 
price of their interference. The 150,000, 
600 Slavs in Russia fight in the Bolshevik 
armies against any forces supported by for- 
eigners because they beileve that the real 
intent of the foreigners is to partition Rus- 
tia, as Poland was divided in the eighteenth 
century. 

They fight not for love of Bolshevism, 
but for the, hate and distrust of the foreign- 
er. They unite behfnd the Lenine govern- 
ment because it is the only government 
which is resisting the foreigners. The ex- 
perience of the last year shows that a sim 
ilar hatred prevails in all that part of the 
world. If half a million American troops 
were to occupy Armenian soil it is very 
probable that they would find the whole of 
the Near East united against them. Amer- 
ica is far away. Racial and religious preja- 
dices prevent the undereducated and unen- 
lightened masses in the Near East from 
getting a clear conception of the unselfish 
intent which would be back of sending 
American troops to Armenia. Never in 
the political history of the Near East has 
any little country received ald from a bre 
one without paying dearly for the service. 

Dr. Westermann says that President Wi)- 
son is not responsible for the failure of the 
United States to accept an Armenian man- 
date, but that “We, the neople of the United 
States, are responsible.” We are willing 
to take the eminent intelléctual’s word tor 
it; for, in this instance, “We the people,” 
have done a very sensible thing in keeping 
our boys out of a place where they are not- 
wanted and where, in place of harmonizing 
racial, national and religious difference, 
they would only add to the confusion. It 
is prudence, not cowardice, that caused “we, 
the people,” to decline that mandate for 
Armenia.

Ali of which is, of course, an excellent 
advertisement for the new @evice tn pocket 
machine guns, which it is to be presumed 
the crooks will not overlook. If ft comes 
up to specifications there is nothing to pre- 
vent them arming themselves with the same 
weapon. And it looks like a busy time for 
the cofoner both ways. 

This competition in armaments between 
the police and the crooks is quite thrilling, 
of course. And not only the crooks, either, 
because the citizen also feels the ufge of 
armanient, and we learn that even the 
women are arming themselves and forming 
classes for learning how to use guns. 

A nation in arms for protection against 
one andther. Just a bit fronical while inter- 
national disarmament is the leading ques 
tion of the day. For a peace-loving, ideal- 
istic, civilized world power the United 
States perpetrates some curious anomalies. 
We are the only nation in which arms can 
be purchased by anyone with the price, ir- 
respective of age, sex or responsibility. We 
have a few restrictive laws on the subject, 
but they are obviously not enforced. Any- 
cne can buy a gun, and it ts the possession 
ofa gtn that makes our criminals so dar- 
ing and avdacious. Without gun most 
ctooks are slinking cowards. In Great Brit- 
ain even the police are unarmed except for 
their truncheons—it ie only tn @ grave cri- 
sis that weapons are served out to the po- 
lice. Moreover, the sale of firearms ts 
hedeed about with stern restrictions, and he 
who would purchase a gun must first show 
a government permit and explain himself 
and his standing very effectually—even as 
the pufchaser of poisons--and the dealer is 
neld responsible. It is harder to get a gun 
permit than a passport to travel in Britain. 
But in the United og any fool can own 
a gun and vse it nnder the slightest provo- 
cation. but it takes stern credentials to get 


@ passport. 


The consequence is that crime is rarely 
associated with gun-play in Britain, while 
it almost always is in America, 


the thing uneccottptished Randall’s OUR PHILOSOPHY OF LIFE.

One of our best essayists, head of 


the large English department at the 
Iilinois State University, Stuart P. 
Sherman, has the leading article in 
the January Atlantic Monthly; and 
therein he discusses the “National 
Genius.” While b@ finds that our 
national life flares into bigh activi- 
ty when a great call comes, like the 
summons to arms fn 1917, he yet 
regrets the absence of an adequate 
expression of national genius in our 
literature. In that respect he finds 
little tland particularly fortu- 
na with such writers as Robert 
Burns and Walter Scott, who repre- 
sent the praefervidum Scotorum in- 
genium in a wonderful way. And 
today neither of them hag a merely 
local fame. Scott’s novels are as 
easily bought in the translated form 
at Paris or Lyons as the originals in 
a British city; and we know how 
popular the lyrics of Burns are all 
over our republic. Burns's “A Mans 
a Man for A’ That” is translated 
into almost every literary tongue; 
it ig a confession of faith fer the 
lover of democracy. The life phi- 
losophy of both these eminent Writ- 
ers was at heart the same. They 
were at bottom and essentially 

Presbyterians; and the loyal 8- 
byterian must of necessity be a 
democrat .for his faith comes by 
way of Genova, the place which the 
League of Nations has just chosen 


as its natura] home. Faith tn a dl- 


vine righteous will and faith in the 
future of humanity go together. 

Both these faiths were present i1 
the personalities of the two Scottish 
writers, who, as Stuart P. Sherman 
rightly ‘claims, have given an abid- 
ing glow to Scottish nationality. 
And yet, sad to say, our Mark Twain 
could see nothing but the shoddy in 
Bcott. In a letter the humorist sent 
to Brandér Matthews he asks the 
following dismal question: “Has 
Scott heroes and heroines who are 
not cads and cadesses? Has he per- 
sonages whose acts and talk corre- 
spond with their characters as de- 
scribed by him? Can you read him 
and keep your respect for him? Of 
course, a person could in his day— 
an era of sentimentality and sloppy 
romantics—bat, land! can a body 
do it today?” And later he goes on 
to puncture “Rob Roy” as “all 80 
artificial, so shoddy; such wax ig- 
ures and ékeletons and spectere.” 
No “funny characters that are fun- 
wy, no humorous passages that are 
humorous” in the immortal “Rob 
Roy!” “What of the essentially hu- 
morous Bailie Nicol Jarvie and the 
“puir creature Dougal”? The city 
of Glasgow today, with the High- 
land region around, ts richer for 
these humorous creations of Scott's 
fancy. 

How. fs ft that, to so many syin- 
pathetic readers of literature, Mark 
Twain is dreary and unreadable? 
The writer of this article must con- 
fess that Twain's humor never 
caught bim, seeming to lack warmth 
and real insight Into humanity; and 
since the humorist ventured upon a 
blunt yet sincere condemnation of 
another great writer, the issue ts 
up and worth discussing. Of all 
writers who have ever written nore 

gripped him so immediately, 
makiag the places whefe he hag 
them live and move be finally iden- 
tified with their personalities as has 
Sir Walter Scott. Now Scott be 
lieved in a gracious God and in a 
humanity made to be happy. On 
the Lord’s day we sing his hymns of 
faith, for if you open one of our big 
American church hymnalg you will 
find more than one which is the 
workmanship of the good baronet. 
The closing stanza in number nine- 
ty-five of the Methodist hymnal— 
the hymn is Scott’s—is a devout 
prayer to God: 
“And O, when gathers on our path, 

In shade and storm, the frequent 

night, 
Be. thou, long-suffering, 
wrath, 

A burning and a shining light.” 

Mark Twain had no such creed 
nor religious attitude and hence the 
final lack of warmth in his jesting; 
jesting almost for ting’s sake. 
The novel that be left unpublished, 
“The Mysterious Stranger,” reads 
like an appalling message of uti- 
faith, of human despair. Here fs 
the deliverance of this “Mystertous 
Stranger:” “Strange that you shoul4 
not have suspected that your uynl-

verse and its contents were only. 


dreams, visions, fictions! Strange, 
because they are 60 frankly and 
hysterically insane—like all dreatns; 
a God who could make good chil- 
dren as edsily as bad, yet preferred 
to make bad ones; who could have 
made every one of them happy, yet 
never made a single happy one; 
who made them prize their bitter 
life, yet stingily cut it short; who 
gave his angels eternal happiness 
unearned, yet required his other 
children to earn it; who gave his 
angels painless lives, yet cursed his 
other children with biting miseries 
and maladies of mind and body.” 

Mark Twain's philosophy was, in 
fact, strangely like that of another 
kindly man, who looked on life 
quizzically as a critic and found tt 
unsatisfactory, the Englishman, 
ward Fitzgerald. His “Rubaiyat,” 
wonderfully rendering the quatrains 
of that “large infidel,” the Mosler, 
Omar Khayyam, Has ofily too many 
sympathetic readers in our western 
world: 


“I sent my sou] through the invis- 
ible, 
Some letter of that afterlife to 


spell; 
And by-and-by my soul return’d to 
me 
And answer'd, I myself am heav’n 
and hell,’” 

It is a Gangerotie creed for the 
life of the Individual and of the 
nation and will evreck the civiliza- 
tion where it supplants the warmer 
and surer faith that lightens and 
brightens the creations of such n4- 
tute’s noblemen as the Wizard of 
the North.

A lot of men told me that keep- 
ing California in pearls and silk 
stockings was a drain that no man 
could long withstand. Her pin mon- 
ey came from thé purses of déad 
men and her pleasures were plicked 
from the bounty of industry. 

It cost twice as much to keep her 
as the rest of her sisters and a real- 
ization of thig began to drive some 
of her most substantial admirers 
away. 

California cannot économize. She 
cannot sell off some of her old 
gowns or move into 4 less expen- 
sive apartment. She must live on 
at top speed and must have all the 
beautiful things she can dream of 
or that Santa Claus promised her. 

You are telling me that Califor- 
nia has simply got to have thet 
twenty million dollars—or is it 
eighteen? What's a million or two 
between spendthrifts? You sap 
that we can get it from the corpo 
rations—that if it isn’t furnished 
by the utility companies I will have 
to come across. It is them or me. 

Let me tell you somethifig: 

, Any time you put a crimp in the 
roll of a corporation you are pick- 
ing my pocket at the same time.

The forty fat commissions on 9 
hunger strike would make a bit 
with me. 

Let them try It. 

I suppose you think you are mak- 
Ing quite a slam at me when you 
say in your speech that it takes 
nearly ten million dollars 4 year 
to look after the feeble-minded folk 
of the State. 

Maybe I was feeble-minded when 
I voted for you, but you may as 
well understand right here that I 


am not asking California to spend 


ten millions or ang part thereof *o 
supply me with roller skates,® jazz 
records or other paraphernalia of 
the dippy. 

A lot ¢f us feeble-minded gentry 
are still able to take care of our- 
selves without the aid of a high- 
priced commission.
